as ia Paris green. Araenate of lead 
li not quit* 10 qaiek hi kfllfnff tba 
worms as is Paris green, yet it is 
quick enough to be parfectlj aatia- 
ffeetorjr. Large tobaeeo hn been 
cleaned up of worms upon several 
occaaiona in two or three days by an 
application of five pounda of araen- 
ata of load par aera.

Toere are many braoda ofyiwrfectly 
food araaMftaaoflaad ^ win not 
kill tobacco worm& 'Satisfactorily. 
Such are good for^uit tree spray- 
iig but it, ..Mhi^iir foHow that they 
will kill tobacco worms. The gradea 
of arsenate of lead that abould be 
demanded for uae upon tobacco are 
only those gradea that the manufac- 
turers will guarantee to contain at 
least 30 per cent, of arsenic in com- 
bination with lead. (i. e. at laaat 30 
p?r cent, of arsenic oxcide) and no 
more than one per cent, is free, or 
water-aoluble araenie. In abort, a 
speciul grade of lead is required for 
use againat tobacco horn worma. 
The vrriter wflll be picaaed to rec- 
ommend the proper grades upon re- 
quest. The coat of the arsenate of 
lead will be about 20 eanta to 24 
eenta par pound. 

In order to dust the arsenate of 
lead upon tobacco evenly it has been 
found that it ia neeeaaary to mix it 
*ith nn (qual bulk of dry wood ash- 
ee. Other carriera. like lime and 
land p'aster, have been triad bat did 
not give satisfaction. Air-slacked 
lime balls up too much when mixed 
with lead, and land plaater ia too 
h avy for even the fan power of the 
largest guns now on the market, 
f he mixture of arsenate of lead can 
be applied very satisfactorily if a 
dust gun is used that has a fun di 
amtttrof at least S irches. The 
dust guna on general sah have a fun 
diameter of only about 0 inches.
